RUIN WROUGHT IN THE OAT FIELDS. 


Damages Reported to tU« 
Extent at 


Millions of Dollars—Cherok«e Gets An- 
other Dose of Flood—Another Bridge 
Wrecked and the Railways Washed 
Out—Thirty-Six Square Miles of Terri- 
tory Swept Over In Dakota—Damas« 
Elsewhere. 
DES MOIXES, la , July 23.—Reports re 


ceived from various points in central Iowa 
show that great damage was done to;the oata 
crop by a severe wind and rain storm ear- 
ly yesterday morning. Very few farmers 
had harvested a portion of their oats, but 
the loss can lie said to be general, almost 
total, and to aggregate millions of dollars. 
If the storm was as severe all over central 
Iowa as it was in this vicinity it will be 
a severe disaster to thefarmers and a seri- 
ous loss to the general business of the 
state. The storm was very short in dura- 
tion, exceeding not a half an hour, but the 
wiuil blew a gale and rain poured down in 
sheets. 


Further Havoc at Cherokee. 


CnF.HOKEE,

only equalled by the great Hood of June 
23. Tuesday evening a terrific rainstorm 
set in, accompanied by hail and high wind, 
which continued up to 4 o'clock yesterday 
morning. ' Kailroiid creek in this city at- 
tained a height of only two feet lower 
than last month, when it wrought .such 
terrible havoc.

RELIEF WORKSJN IRELAND. 


Balfonr Slakes a Statement— Comments 


of Irish Member-,. 


LONDON, July 23.— In the house of com- 


mons yesterday the committee of supply 
favorably reported a bill which calls for 
the appropriation of £60,000 « herewith to 
pay the salaries and expenses connected 
with the government relief measures in 
Ireland. Balfour, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, in connection with the report of the 
committee and in support o£ its recoov 


.endations, made a detailed statement of 


the relief works which had been inaugu- 
rated and were in course of construction, 
or which had already been completed. It 
was, Balfour said, the intention of tha 
government that these works should prova 
A permanent means for the promotion oi 
;he welfare of the inhabitants of Ireland. 
When it was considered how great wera 
the difficulties which attended the vast 
system of relief works which extended 
from the extreme north to the extreme 
south of Ireland, it must be acknowledged 
:bat the government had not been want- 
ing in appreciation of its duty 
[Cheers.] 


Tim Healy Finds feomc Fault. 


Tim Healy acknowledged that the gov- 


ernment had performed a very useful 
work. He. however, vigorously charged 
that in the carrying out of the govern- 
ment's system of relief the county of Don- 
egal had been neglected. Alfred Webb, 
Nationalist member, said that he gave full 
credit to Balfour for the work which he 
dad performed. Webb said that he had 
from his own observation realued how ef- 
fectively the pressing necessities ot the 
people had been relieved, and he congrat- 
ulated the chief secretary for Ireland upon 
the success of his efforts. 
Nevertheless he 


(Webb) still felt bitter humiliation as an 
Irishman that these constant grants of re- 
lief to his suffering countrymen were 
necessary. He regarded the fact that they 
were so necessary as showing liow utterly 
wrong was the present system of govern- 
ment in Ireland. 


WOODS FULL OF MAD FOXES. 


Remarkable Epidemic Among the Little 


Brutes in South Carolina. 


CHARLESTON, July 23.— Last fall the 


country around Pineopolis, a suburb oi 
this city, was demoralized by reports oi 
ravages of mad foxes. News was received 
yesterday to the effect that the disease has 
spread through the country, and it has 
become dangerous to travel through tha 
woods. A planter from Ten Jiile hill re- 
ports that the woods in that region are 
full of mad foxes, »nd the negro popula- 
tion, which is very dense around the 
phosphate mines, is in a state of panic, 
Many persons have 
been attacked by 


rabid foxes .vithin the past few days, and 
thus far thirteen persons have been se- 
verely bitten.

EFFECT ON WAGES AND PRICES 


BortStovvart to Examine Into Results ol 


the IMcKlnley Tariff.

The senate finance cntnmitte, which st.irt 


ed out so bravely several months ago to in- 
vestigate the effect ot the McKmley tariff 
on wages and prices, has succumbed to the 
hot weather and turned all its work over to 
Carroll D, Wrigot, chief of the United 
States Department of labor. Mr. 
Wright 


has taken hold of the work with vigor, and 
in the next six weeks the statistics of 
wages and prices in all branches ot trade 
and manufactures effected 
by the tariff 


will have been secured in sixty-nine cities 
in the union and the figures submitted to 
the finance committee, which will report 
to the senate when congress c mvenes. 


The special agent of the depattneit of 


labor who will secure the statistics in Chi- 
cago is Ethelbert Stewart, a statistician of 
some repute in Illinois, 
having been con- 


nected with the state labor board for some 
years. Mr. Stewart arrived yesterday and 
secured headquarters in the custom house, 
and will remain here six weeks, getting all 
necessary figures. His investigations will 
be confined to the subject of wages and 
prices before and after the McKinley bill. 


"We will present the figures just as we 


get them from the books of merchants, and 
I believe the facts will belinteresting," said 
Mr. Stewart yesterday.
